Tracking pols 
on the CTA 

It’s not uncommon to see politicians shaking hands at CTA stops on 
election day in a last-minute attempt to garner votes. It is unusual 
to see a candidate spend as much time politicking on the system as 
Rahm Emanuel has. 

Emanuel, the former White House chief of staff who is running to 
replace Mayor Daley in next month’s election, has visited nearly 70 
of the 144 CTA rail stations since he began campaigning last year, his 
staff said. 

Going Public shadowed Emanuel for about 40 minutes Monday 
morning as he met with commuters at the Sedgwick stop on the 
Brown and Purple lines in Old Town. During that time, several riders 
greeted Emanuel with a “Hey Rahm,” shook his hand or pulled out 
their earbuds to talk to him about their weekend, their job or the 
book in their hands. A few riders asked to get a photo with him. 

It was the second time Emanuel visited the Sedgwick stop during 
his campaign, his staff said. 

Emanuel isn’t the only mayoral candidate using the CTA to reach a 
swath of residents. Miguel del Valle met with riders last month at the 
Logan Square Blue Line stop to engage in what he called “a communi- 
ty conversation.” Meanwhile, Carol Moseley Braun greeted commut- 
ers Friday at the Fullerton stop on the Red, Brown and Purple lines. A 
spokesman for Gery Chico didn’t return a phone call. 

Emanuel took a few minutes to chat with GP in the CTA lobby 
about the CTA. 

HIS PRIORITIES 

His CTA agenda would include extending the Red Line beyond 
95th Street and investing in the upkeep of stations. Emanuel said he 
liked the upgrades Apple recently made to the North/Clybourn stop. 

HIS COMMUTE 

Emanuel said when he served in Congress, he frequently rode the 
Blue Line to and from O’Hare and used two stations close to his 
home: the Irving Park and Montrose Brown Line stops. These days, 
he said doesn’t have a home stop as he waits to move back into his old 
house. Though he spends a lot of time at CTA stops, he only “occa- 
sionally” rides the system, a spokesman said. Emanuel drove himself 
to the Sedgwick stop Monday morning, his staff said. 

HIS APPOINTMENTS 

GP asked Emanuel whether he would retain CTA president Rich 
Rodriguez, a Mayor Daley appointee, if he’s elected. ‘All those ques- 
tions I’ll answer at another time,” Emanuel said. “My main focus is ... 
knowing what our priorities are and having the investment strategy to 
improve and strengthen the CTA system.”

When it comes to landing a new job, finagling a good deal or getting a hot date, new re- 
search shows your posture could make all the difference. 

A study released this month out of Northwestern University shows that an assertive but 
calm posture may mean even more than actually being in charge of a situation. Professor 
Adam Galinsky and doctoral student Li Huang compared 77 men and women who were told 
to sit in either hunched-over or open postures in different settings. Those in the so-called 
power positions were more likely to behave assertively, giving them an edge in the interactions.

His SAT scores? Who 
knows.

The findings have obvious implications for 
job-hunters seeking to impress employers, but 
experts say the information could be relevant in 
other parts of life, from buying a car to making a 
good impression on a crush. 

Researchers found that sitting in an expansive 
posture— chest high and arms open— worked 
so well that it wound up being more important 
than actually having a powerful role such as boss, 
manager or interviewer. The expansive posture 
Galinsky describes transmits self-assuredness in 
what can be a virtual aphrodisiac for employers. 

“Confidence— and, genuine confidence— is 
huge,” said Courtney McDonough, senior re- 
cruiter for Chicago-based Groupon. One key in- 
dicator she’s looking for in a candidate: ‘Are they 
comfortable?” 

Someone sitting slouched over transmits the 
impression that he or she is not taking the ex- 
perience very seriously McDonough said. An 
overly casual or nervous demeanor— such as in- 
terviewees she’s seen toying with pens or twirling 
hair— can be a hint the person “doesn’t believe 
what they’re saying.” 

It’s all part of our process of sizing people 
up, experts say, something that doesn’t happen 
just in job situations. Sitting across a table from 
someone on a date, people we encounter are just 
as likely to be forming opinions based on our 


body signals. 

“We get these very immediate reads,” said 
L.A.-based relationship and dating coach Lisa 
Shield. Our brains are working fast on first im- 
pression, she said, to learn whatever we can. 
“We’re taking in all the cues. On a date, that stuff 
can speak volumes.” 

Shield remembers one client who was confused 
when a man she was dating stopped calling. Shield 
said the client— who had become annoyed with 
the man’s choice of restaurant— might have unin- 
tentionally broadcast negative signals. 

“Their body language can communicate that 
they’re not excited,” she said. 

Whether we’re deciding which school to attend 
or negotiating a contract, body-consciousness 
through posture improvements, deep breathing 
and meditation can relax us, said Gail Sussman- 
Miller, a Chicago-based executive coach and 
speaker. She notes the connection between the 
way our bodies work and the way our minds work. 

“Very black-and-white thinking” can be sti- 
fling, Sussman-Miller says. 

If “we can get into our body more, we can bring 
in more intuition.” 

Those unconscious messages people send 
definitely are being received, McDonough said. 
In fact, though she puts emphasis in someone’s 
skill set, meeting a job candidate in person is “ex- 


tremely important,” she said. Someone might 
not be a good fit in the company she explained, 
and no one would know until the applicant 
showed up in person. “I try not to judge a lot on 
what’s on paper.” 

Galinsky said the expansive posture can be 
combined with getting a choice seat, one that 
doesn’t force you to hunch over or sit close to 
the ground, to increase your assertive presence. 
In fact, he says he’s been using the posture while 
teaching and already has gotten compliments on 
his new engaging style. 

But don’t go too far, Galinsky cautions. He 
says trying to sit higher than an interviewer or in 
an aggressive posture can be deemed threaten- 
ing. It’s important to get it just right. 

“There’s that fine line,” he said. “I just 
tell people to be the Goldilocks of posture.”

Good news, slouchers: Yale’s 
on the case. Researchers in the 
robotics department are de- 
veloping a chair that alerts the 
person sitting in it every time 
there’s a deviation from the 
perfect-posture ideal. 

“It came about partly from 
my technical interest and 
personal issues-l started hav- 
ing some neck pain and ten- 
nis elbow from typing,” John 
Morrell, who teaches mechani- 
cal engineering and is one of 
the co-inventors of the Segway, 
told the Hartford Courant when 
he was interviewed last year. 

His physical therapist told 
him that his posture was the 
culprit; specifically, he was sit- 
ting the wrong way for hours at 
the computer. 

So Morrell and grad student 
Jean Zheng got to work in Yale 
University’s human-machine 
interface lab. 

They outfitted an office 
chair with sensing resistors at 
the spots where pressure is 
highest when sitting. The sen- 
sors detect when the user has 
slipped out of good posture. 

With technology similar to 
what’s used in cell phones, the 
chair sends a gentle buzz to re- 
mind you to sit up straight. 

As Morrell has learned, it’s 
one thing to be told how to do 
something and another to ac- 
tually do it. 

“We’re all creatures of habit; 
you need a lot of motivation 
and awareness, or reminders,” 
he says.

Counselor testifies in Fenger trial

An after-school counselor at a South Side com- 
munity center wept Monday as she recalled from 
the stand how she witnessed the beating outside 
her office windows that resulted in the death of 
i6-year-old Derrion Albert. 

T-awannda Piper, who worked at the Agape 
Community Center, 342 W iiith St., said she 
saw Albert struck on the back of the head with a 
board. 

“He stumbled and fell,” said Piper, pausing to 
wipe away tears. “I saw him try to get up. Then 
another young man came and punched him and 
he fell back to the ground.” 

Piper testified in the trial of Silvonus Shannon, 
20, one four people charged as adults with felony 
murder for the September 2009 melee in which 
Albert was stomped, kicked and beaten with fists 
and boards. 

With Piper on the stand, prosecutors played for 


jurors the infamous videotape of the melee that 
went viral. Members of Albert’s family sobbed and 
shook their heads as they watched the grainy im- 
age of Derrion trying to get up and being knocked 
back to the ground and stomped. 

Albert’s cousin, LaTanya Albert, put her fingers 
in her ears so she wouldn’t hear the screaming 
from the videotape and bowed her head. 

Piper said she went outside after the attack and 
helped carry Albert inside the community center. 
She found his Fenger High School identification 
and called his name to try to get a response from 
him. 

“He took a deep breath,” she said. “There was 
nothing else.” 

As Shannon sat in Circuit Judge Nicholas 
Ford’s courtroom clad in a yellow jail jumpsuit, 
prosecutors told jurors that Shannon repeatedly 
kicked Albert in the head, then took a flying leap 
and landed his feet on the prone teen’s head be- 


fore fleeing with his co-defendants. 

But Shannon’s lawyer, Robert Bynam, said 
Shannon wanted nothing to do with the fight that 
erupted as a result of simmering tensions between 
students from Altgeld Gardens, a Chicago Hous- 
ing Authority development, and those from The 
Ville, the neighborhood surrounding the South 
Side high school. 

Bynam said that as the fight erupted. Shan- 
non, who lived in Altgeld Gardens, initially tried 
to separate several combatants but was himself 
punched and struck on the head with boards. Al- 
bert, whom Bynam called a willing participant in 
the deadly confrontation, was one of several stu- 
dents who attacked Shannon, he said. 

He told jurors that his client acted alone and 
“did what he needed to do” to protect himself 
during the fight. He did not commit the crime of 
mob action that prosecutors must prove in order 
to show he is guilty of felony murder, Bynam said.

AUSTIN, Texas Former House Majority Leader 
Tom DeLay will serve three years in prison for 
his November conviction on money laundering and 
conspiracy charges, a Texas judge ruled Monday 
Judge Pat Priest sentenced DeLay to three years on 
the conspiracy charge and five years on the money- 
laundering charge. But the judge will allow DeLay to 
serve lo years’ probation with community service on 
the laundering charge in lieu of the prison sentence, 
and the two sentences will be served concurrently 
Priest remanded DeLay into custody and set a 
$10,000 bond pending appeal. 

Defense attorney Dick DeGeurin left the court- 
house quickly after the sentence was announced but 
he spoke briefly saying, “If I told you what I thought, 
I would get sued. This will not stand.” 

Addressing the court prior to the sentencing, De- 
Lay argued that he still doesn’t believe he did any- 
thing wrong and never did anything for personal gain. 

“I always intended to follow the law,” he said. “I’m 
not stupid. Everything I did I had accountants and 
lawyers telling me what to do and how to follow the 
letter of the law, even the spirit of the law” 

DeLay was found guilty in November of illegally 
funneling corporate money to help elect Republican 
candidates to the Texas Legislature. 


THE CONVICTION

The Bears plan to go into

Coach Lovie Smith said 
his Bears will deploy the 
same basic approach against Seattle that 
they did in the 23-20 regular-season loss 
Oct. 17.

“A little of both,” Smith said Monday 
“We use that approach every game. But

Containing Seattle receiver Mike Wi- 
liams will be an important task for the 
Bears secondary Wiliams caught 10 passes 
for 123 yards in their first encounter. 

“For me it’s real tough, a guy like that,”

The series, like the CNN parody “Onion 
News Network” on IFC, has a lo -episode 
run, with an option to be renewed, and feels 
like the right place for Onion to go now, said 
Steve Hannah, who runs The Onion’s busi- 
ness operations out of a River North office. 

“I think our brand is great comedy, but I 
think it’s really smart comedy” said Hannah, 
the company’s CEO. 

“SportsDome” nails the atmospherics of 
its mainstream inspiration: the graphics, the 
over-aggressive promos and the screen crawls 


bursting with distracting information are all 
dead-on. 

The meat, though, is the news parody 
itself A bit about Dwyane Wade and LeBron 
James rewriting basketball rules for their own 
benefit goes too far, breaking the thin wall 
between exaggeration and preposterousness. 

But the runaway tennis phenoms segment 
is perfect, and a couple of pieces sending 
up sports features— about a disabled mixed 
martial arts fighter who faces discrimination 
because of his (deadly) robotic hands, and a 
young Phillies fan with cancer whose dream 
is to curse out a Mets player at a game— bring 
to mind the pre-taped features that have 
been a “Daily Show” highlight.
